There 
is ne. Medium in theſe Attempts; and you muſt go 
to the very Bettom of the Heart, cr it is all mere 
Language; and the Writer cf ſuch Lines is no more a 
Poet, than a Man is a Phyſician for knowing the 
Names of Diſtempers, without the Cauſes cf them. 
Men of Senſe are profeſls'd Enemies to all ſuch 
empry Labours: For he who pretends to be forrowful, 
and is not, is a Wretch yet more contemptible than 
he who pretends to be merry, and is not. Such a Tra- 
gedian is only maudlin drunk. The Gentleman went 
on with much Warmth ; but all he could ſay had little 
Effect upon me: but when I came hither, I ſo far ob- 
ſerv'd his Counſel, that 11look'd into Shakeſpear. The 
Tragedy I dipp'd into was, Harry the Furth. In the 
Scene where Morten is preparing to tell Northumberland 
of his Son's Death, the old Man does not give him 
Time to ſpeak, but ſays,

277 uch a . fo faint, ſo Fele, 
So dull, ſo dend in Look, ſo woe Be gone, 
Drew Priam's Curtain . the Dead of Night, 
And would have told him Half his Trey was burnt :

From my own Apartment, July 29. 
HIS Pay otligd Pacoler to entertain me with 
Matters wt i 1ega; ded Perſons of his own Cha- 
racter and Occi patzon. Vis choſe to take ou: Malk 
on Tower-Hilt; a as we wee coming from thence, 
in order to ſticl as far as Garraway's, I obſervd two 
Men, who had but juit landed, coming from the Ma- 
ter-fide. I thought there was ſomething ur common 
in their Mein ard Aﬀpect; Lurt tho they feemd ty 
their Viloge to Le related, yet was there a agg in 
wir 
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their Manner, as if they differ'd very much in their 
Sentiments of the Subje& on which they were talking. 
One of them {ſcem'd to have a natural Confidence, 
mix'd with an ingenuous Freedom in his Geſture, his 
Dreſs very plain, bur very graceful and becoming : 
The other, in the midſt of an over-bearing Carriage, 
berray d, by frequently looking round him, a Sufpicion 
that he was not enough regarded by thoſe he mer, or 
that he fear'd they would make ſome Attack upon him. 
This Perſon was much taller than his Companion, 
and added ro that Height the Advantage of a Feather 
in his Hat, and Heels to his Shoes ſo mon{trouſly high, 
that he had three or four times falln down had 
he not been ſupported by his Friend. They made 
a full Srop as they came within a few Yards of the 
Place where we . The plain Gentleman bow'd 
to Pacoler; the other look d on him with ſome Diſ- 
pleaſure : Upon which I ask d him, Who they both 
were? When he thus inform'd me of their Perſons 
and Circumſtances: You may remember, Mr. iſaac, 
that I have often told you, there are Beings of a ſu- 
er Rank to Mankind, who frequently viſit the 

abitations of Men, in order to call em from ſome 
wrong Purſuits in which they are actually engag d, or 
divert em from Methods which will lead em into 
Errors for the future. He that will carefully reflect upon 
the Occurrences of his Life. will find he has been 
ſomerimes extricated out cf Difticult:cs, and receiv'd 
Favours where he could never have expected ſuch Be- 
nefits; as well as met with croſs Events from ſome 
unſeen Hand, which have diſappointed his beſt laid De- 
figns. Such Accidents arrive from the Interventions 
of Aerial Natures, as they are benevolent or hurtful 
to the Being of Man, and attend his Steps in the Trafts 
of Ambition, cf Buſineſs, and of ”!lcafure. Before I 
ever appeared to you n the Manner I do now, I have 
frequently folluu d you in your Eve:.ing Walks, and 
have often, by thowing ſome Accident in your Way, 
as the paſſing by of a Funeral, or the Appearance ct 
ſome other ſolemn Object, given your Imagination a 
new Turn, and chang d a Night you had deſtin'd to 
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Mirth and Jollity, into an Exerciſe of Study and 
Contemplation. 1 was the old Soldier who met you 
laſt Summer in Che/ſ:a-Fields, and pretended that I 
had broken my VW ocden Leg, and could not get Home; 
but I ſnap'd it ſhort off on 0 prong that you might 
fall into che Reflections vou did on that Subject, and 
take me into your Ijack. It you remember, you 
made your ſelf _y on that Fracture, and ask d 
me, Whether I thought I ſhould next Winter feel 
Cold in the 1 ocs of that Leg? As is ulually obſer- 
ved, that thoſe who loſe Limbs, are ſenſible of Pains 
in the extreme Parts, even after thoſe Limbs are cut 
off. However, my keeping you then in the Story cf the 
Bartle of the Bin, prevented an Aſſignation, which 
would have led youu into more Diſaſters than I then 
related. To be ſhort; Thoſe two Perſons you ſee 
yonder, are ſuch as I am ; they are nor real Men, 
bur are mere Shades and Figures: One is named, A- 
thes; the other, Vriſmilis. Their Office is to be the 
Guardians and Kepreſentatives of Conſcicuce and Ho- 
mor. They are now going to viſit the ſeveral Parts 
of the Tewn, ro ſee how their Intereſts in the Werld 
decay or flouriſh, and ro purge themſelves from the 
many falſe Imputations they daily meet with in the 
Commerce and Converſation of Men. You obſerv'd, 
Vaoriſemilis frown'd when he firſt ſaw me. Whar he is 
— ar, is, that J told him one Day, though he 

rutted and dreſs'd with ſo much Offentation, if he 
kept himſelf within his own Bounds, he was but a Lac- 
Gucy, and wore only that Gentleman's Livery whom 
he is now with. This frets him to the Heart; for 
you muſt know, he has pretended a long Time to ſet 
up for himſelf, and gets among a Crowd of the more. 
unthinking Part of Mankind, who take him for a 
Perſon of the Firſt Quality; though hb: Introduttion 
into the World, was wholly owing to his preſent Com- 
Panion. 

This Enchunter was very agreeable to me, and I 
was reſolv'd to ucg 'em, and defr'd Pacaler to accom- 
piny me. I ſoon perceivd what he told me in the 
Cc furt of the Perions : For when they lock d at ——

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other in Diſcourſe, the well-dreſs'd Man ſuddenly caſt 
down his Eyes, and diſcover'd that the other had a 
— Superiority over him. After ſome further 

iſcourſe, they took Leave. The plain Gentle- 
man went down towards Thames-ſtreet, in order to be 
preſenr, at leaſt, ar che Oaths taken at the yr goo; of 
and the other made dire diy for the Heart of the City. 
It is incredible how great a Change there immediately 
appear'd in the Man of Hor our when he got rid of 
his uneaſie Companion: He adjuſted the Cock of his 
Hat a-new, ſetled his Sword-Knot, and had an Appea- 
rance that attracted a ſudden Inclination for him and 
his Intereſts in all who beheld him. For my Parr, 
(ſaid I to Pacoler) I cannot but think you are miſta- 
ken in calling this Perſcn of the Lower Quality ; for 
he looks inuch more like a Gentleman than the other. 
Don't you obſerve all Eyes are upon him as he advan» 
ces: How each Sex gazes at his Stature, Aſpect, Ad- 
dreſs, and Motion. Pacoler only ſmil'd, and ſhak d 
his Head ; as leaving me to be convinc'd by my own 
furthcr Obſervation. We kept on our Way after him 
till we came to Exchauge Alg, where the plain Gen- 
tl=man again came up to the other; and they ſtood 
together after the Manner of eminent Merchants, as 
if ready to receive Application ; but I could obſerve 
no Man talk to either of them. The Ou was laugh d 
at as a Fop; and I heard many Whiſpers againſt 
the other, as a whimſical Sort of Fellow, and-a great 
Enemy to Tradz. They croſs'd Cornh:! together, and 
came into the full Change, where ſome bow d, and gave 
themſclves Airs in being known to ſo fine a Man as 
Verifimiiic, who, they ſaid, had great Intereſt in 
all Priaces Courts; and the other was taken Notice 
of by ſeveral, as one they had ſeen ſome where before. 
One more particularly ſ:id, he had formerly been a Man 
of Conſideration in the World; but was ſo 3 
that they who dealt with him, by ſome ſtrange Inta- 
tuation or other, had a Way of cutting off their own 
Bills, and were prodigioutly flow in improving their 
Stock. But as much as I was curious to obſerve the 
Reception theſc Geatlemen met with upon Change, * 

| cou- 
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could not help being interrupted by one that came up 
towards us, to whom every Body made their Compli- 
ments. He was of the common Height, and in his 
Dreſs there ſeem d to be great Care to appear no 

ay particular, except in a certain exact and feat 
Manner of Behaviour and Circuzuſpettion. He was 
wonderful'y caletul that his Shoes and Clothes ſhould 
be without the Jeaft Speck vqon 'em ; and ſtem'd to 
think, that on ſuch an Accident depended his very Lite 
and Fortune. I heie was hatdly a Man on Charge who 
had not a Note upen him; ang coach lcem'd very well 
$.tisfy'd that ther Nicticy lay in his Hands, without 
dema:ding Payment. 1 a:kd Pacolet, What great 
Merchant that ws who ws fo uf iverſally addiefs d 
to, yet made t © miliat an Appearance to command 
that extraordinary Deference ? Let anſwer d, This 
Perfcn :s the I'emon or Genias of Credit; his Name 
is Una. If you clierve, he follows Aluhes and 
Firiſmils at a Diſtance; and indeed has no Tounda- 
tion for the Figure he wakes in the World, bur that 
he is thought to keep their Caſh; rho' at the ſame 
Time, nene who t:vſt him, would truſt the cthers 
for a Great. As the Company 10II'd about, the three 
SpeQcrs were jumbled into cne Place: When they 
were ſo, and all tl...vylht there was an Alliance between 
em, * immediatc'y drew cn em, the Buſineſs 
of the hole Change. But tler Affairs ſoon encreas'd 
to ſuch an unwieldly Bulk, that Acther took his 
Leave, aud ſuid, 1e would not engage further than 
he had an immediate Fund to anſwer. Verifimilis pre- 
rended, that tho' he had Revenues large enough to go 
on his own Botrom, yet it was below one of his Family 
to condeſcend to trade in his own Name; therefore 
he alſo rerir'd. I was extremely troubled to fee the 
gloricus Mart of Londen left with no other Guardian, 
but him of Credit. But Pacaler told me, That Tra- 
ders had nothing to do with the Honour or Conſcience 
of their Correſpondents, provided they ſupported a ge- 
neral Behaviour in the World, which could not hurt 
their Credit or their Purſes : For (ſaid he) you may 


in this one Tratt of Building of Londen and fn 
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fairs move, as well as in rambling over the Face of 
the Earth. For tho Aer; is the real Governour, as 
well as Legiſlator of Mankind, he has very little Buſi- 
nefs but t make up Quarre!-, and is on'y a general 
Referree, to whom every Man pretends to appeal; 
but is ſatisficd with his Leterminations no further than 
they promote his own Intereſt. Hence it is, that the 
Soldier and the Courtier model their Actions accord- 
ing to YViriſlmili;'s Mlanner, and the Merchant accord- 
ing to that cf UV. Amnir theſe Men, Iloncur 
and Credit are nat valuable Poſſeiũons in themſelves. 
or purſued our of a Principic of Juſtice; but merely 
as they are ſerviceable to Ambition and ro Commeirce. 
Bur the Wald will never be in any Manner cf Or- 
der or Tranquility, till Men are firmly corvincd that 
Confcience, Honour, and Credit, ere all in one Inter- 
ef; and that without the Concurience of the former, 
the latter are but Impoſitions upon our fſclves and 
others. The Force theſe deluſive Words have, is not 
ſeenin the IIanſactions of the buſy Would wnly, 
but alſo have their Tyranny cver the Iain Sex. Were 
you to ack the unhapry Lair, What Pangs of Refle- 
ction the preferring the Conſideration of her Honour 
to her Conſcience, has given her? She could tell you, 
That it has forc'd her to drink up hilf a Gallon this 
Winter of Tum. Daſapar's Potious; That the ſtill pines 
away for feac cf being a Mother; and knows ncr, 
but the Moment fre is ſuch, fe ſha'l be a Murlereſs ; 
Bur if Conſcience had as ſtrong » Force upon the Mind, 
as Hcuvur, the firſt Step to her unhapry Condition 
had never been made; the had ſtill been innocent, as 
ſhe's beautiful. Were Men ſo much enlighren'd and 
ſtudious of their ewn Good, as to act by the Didtates 
of theii Reason and Reflection, and not the Opinion 
of others, Conſcience wrull te the Heady Ruler cf 
human Life; and the Words, ruth, Law, Reaſon, 
Equity, and Religion, would be but Synonimous Terms, 
for that only Guide which makes us paſs our Days in 
our own Fayour and Approbation.

Of all the laudable 
Morives of human Lite, none his ſuffer d fo much 
in this Kind as Love; under which rever'd Name, 
a Lratal 3,clhe calld Luft is frequently concealed 
and admitted ; tho” they differ as much as a Matron 
from a Proſtiture, or a Companion from a Buffoon. 
Philander the other Day was bewailing this Misfor- 
rune with much Indignation, and upbraided me for 
having ſome Time ſince quored thoſe excellent Lines 
of the Saryriſt ; 


To an exad Perfection they have brought 
Te Action Love, the Paſſion is forgot. 


How could you (faid he) leave ſuch an Hint ſo 
coia'y * How could 4ſpacis and Sempronia enter into 
uw Imagination at the ſame Time, and you never 

eclare to us the different Reception you gave em? 
The Figures which the ancient Myrhologiſts and 
Poets put upon Love and Luft in their Writings, are 
very inſtructive. Love is a beauteous Blind Child, 
adorn'd with a Quiver and a Bow, which he plays 
with, and ſhoots around him without Deſign or Dire- 
ion; to intimate to us, that the Perſon beloved has 
no Intention to give us the Anxieties we meet 
with ; but that the Beauties of a worthy Object are 
like the Charms of a lovely Infant: They cannot but 
attract your Concern and Fondneſs ; tho' the Child fo 
regarded, is as inſenſible of the Value you put upon 
it, as it is that it deſerves your Benevolence. On — 
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other Side, the Sages figur'd Luſt in theForm of a gy 6. 
of Shape, part human, part beſtial ; ro ſignify, that 
the Followeis of it proſtitute the Reaſon of a Man to 
purſue the Appetites of a Beaſt. This Satyr is made 
ro haunt the Parhs and Coverts of the Wood-Nymphs 
and Shepherdeſſes, to lurk on the Banks of Rivulers, 
and watch the purling Streams, (as the Reſorts of 
retir'd Virgins) to ſhow, that lawleſs Deſire rends 
chiefly to prey upon Innocence, and has ſomething ſo 
unnatural in it, that it hates its own Make, and {iuns 
the Object it lov'd, as ſoon as it has made it Ike it 
ſelf. Love therefore is a Child that compliain< and 
bewails its Inability to help it ſclf, d weep: for 
Aſliſtance, without an immediate Reſle tion or Know- 
ledge of the Food it wants: Luft, a watchful Thief, 
which ſeizes irs Prey, and lays Snare fur its own Re- 
lief; and its principal Object being Innocence, it ne- 
ver robs, but it murders at the faive Time. From 
this Idea of a Cupid and a Satyr, we may ſettle our 
Notion of theſe different Deſires, and accordingly rank 
their Followers. Aſp1,'a muſt therefore be allow'd 
to be firſt of the beauteous Order of Love, whoſe un- 
affected Freedom, and couſcious Innocence, give her 
the Attendance of the Graces in all he: Actions. That 
awful Diſtance which we bear towards her in all our 
Thoughts of her, and that chearful Familiarity with 
which we approach her, as certain Inſtances of her be- 
ing the tiueſt Object of Love of any of her Sex. In 
this accompliſh'd Lady, Love is the conſtant Lfed, 
becauſe ir 15 never the Deſign, Yer, tho' her Mein 
carries much more Invitation than Command, to be- 
hold her is an immediate Check to looſe Behaviour ; 
and to love her, is a liberal Education : For, it being 
the Nature of all Love to create an Imitation of the 
beloved Perſon in the Lover, a Regard for 4/pacis 
naturally produces Decency of Manners, and good 
Condutt of Life, in her Admirers. If therefore the 
giggling Leucippe could but fee her Train of Tops al- 
{cmbled, and hac move by em, ihe would be mortift- 
ed at the Vereration with which ſhe is beheld, ev'n by 
Lrucipp:'s owa unthinking Equipage, whole Fun 
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have long taken Leave of their Underſtandings. But 
as Charity is eſleem'd a Conjuntiicn of the good Qua- 
lities neceſſary to a virtuous Man, ſo Love is the happy

Mr. Caſwell being a Gentleman par- 
ticularly curious, deliied the whole Company, in cafe 
the Bl:ndnefs ſheuld be cur'd, to keep filence, and 
ler the Patient make his dan Obtervaticns, with- 
cut the Direction of ary Thing he had receivd by 
his cther Senſes, or the Advantage of diſcovering his 
}tiends ty their Voices. Among ſeveral others, the 
A*cther, Erethren, Siſters, and a young Centlewoman, 
fer whom he had a Paſſic n, were preſent. The Work 
was performed with great Skill and Dextcrity. Vi hen 


the Patient firſt receiv'd the Dawn of Light, there 


apzear'd fuch an Extacy in his Action, that he ſcem d 
1eady to ſwcon away in the Surprize cf Joy and Won- 
der. The Surgeon Nood before him with his Infiru- 


ments in his Hand. The young Man otferv'd him

I thought it 
would be very unjuſt to tell him, he is the ſame the French 
call Cogain; the Latin:, Nlalo; or the Greeks, basuax: 
Fer as Cuſtom is the moſt powerful cf all Laws, and 
that the Order ct Men we call S$h2rpers art receiv'd 
amongſt us, not only with Permiſſion, bu: Favour, I 
thought 3: unjuſt to ule em 1:ke Perſons upon no Eſta- 
bliſhkmenr. Beſides that, it would Le an un- 
133 Diſhoucur to cur Country, to let him 
cave us with an Opinion, that cur Nobiliry 
and Gentry kept Company with common Thieves and 
Cheats; 1 told him, they were a Sort of tame 
Huſſars that were allow'd in our Cities, like the wild 
ones in our Camp, who had all the Privileges belong- 
ing to us; bur at the fame Timc were not ty d to 
our Diſcipline or Laws. Albers, who is a Gentleman 
of too much Virtue for the Age he lives in, would not

that Sort of People he was declaiming againſt, or to 
remedy the Evil which he bewail'd : For the Accep- 
tance of theſe Men being an Ill which had crept into 
the Converſation-Part of our Lives, and not into 
our Conſtitution ir ſelf, it muſt be corrected where 
ir began, and conſequently is ro be amended only by 
bringing Raillery and Derifion upon the Perions 
who are guilty, or converſe with em. For the Shar- 
fers (continued he) at preſent are not as formerly, 
ur der the Acceptat ion of Pick-pockets; but are by 
Cuſtom erected into a real and vencrable Body of Men, 
and have ſubdu'd us ro ſo very particular a Deference 
to them, that tho they are known to be Men with. 
cut Honour cr Cenſcience, no Demand is cid a Debt 
cf Honour ſo indiſputzbly as theirs. You may loſe 
your Honour to them, but they lay none againſt you:

T have bezel, fe has been advis'd by a Dioceſan 
to his inferior Clergy, that inſtead of broaching O- 
pinions of their own, and uttering Doctrines which 
may lead themſelves and Hearers into Errors, they 
would read ſome of the moſt celebrated Sermons 
printed by others for the Inſtruttion of their Con- 
gregations.

der d it flat and infipid to em: They endeavour by Bran- 
ay, and other ſtrong Liquors, to quicken their Taft, already 
extinguijh'd, and want nothing to compleat their Debaucher, 
but to drink Aqua Fortis. The Women of that Country 
haftcu the Decay of their Beauty, by their Artifices ro 
preſerve it: They paiut their Cheeks, Eye-brows, and 
Shoulders, which they lay open, together with their Breaſts, 
Arms, and Ears, as if they were afraid to hide theſe Pla- 
ces which they think will pleaſe, and never think they 
Sow cor hf em. The Phyſiognomies of the People of that 


Connery are mor at all neat, but confusd and embarras'd - 


with a Bundle of firange Hair, which they prefer before 
their natural: With this thy vcave ſomething to cover 
their Heads, which deſcends dawn „alf way their Bodies, 
hides their Features, aud hinders you from knowing Men 
ty their Faces. This Nat ien has beſides this their God 
and th.ir Ring. The Grandes go every Day at a certain 
Hour ro a Temple they call a Church: Ar the upper End of

* ſon? The tempercte Scipio anſwer'd him without 
much Emotion, and ſaying, Father, be a Fricn1 to Rome, 
retir d. An immenſe Sum was cfferd as her Ran- 
ſome; bur he ſent it to her Husbard, and ſmiling, 
aid, This is a Trifle after what 1 have given him 
already; but let ITndibilis know, that Chaſtity at my 
Age, is a much more difficult Virtue to pra- 
Etiſc, than Generoſity. I obſerv'd, Cynthio was ve- 
much taken with my Narrative; but told me, 
this was a Virtue that would bear but a v in- 
conſiderable Ligure in our Days. However, I took 
the Liberty to ſay, that we ought not to Icſe our 
Idea's of Things, tho' we had debauch'd our true 
Reliſh in our Practice. For after we have done 
laughing, ſolid Virtue will keep irs Place in Mens 
Opinions: And tho' Cuſtom made it not ſo ſcan- 
dalous as it ought to be, to inſnare innocent 
Women, and Triumph in the Falſhood ; ſuch A-

It this Man had known For was in that place, of a 
vuite different Signification from the Particle 75, 
he cculd not have fallen into the Miſtake of raking 
Live for what the Latins call verre, or rather, Hab:- 
rare. Martins fTeemd at a Leſs; and admiring his 
refound Learning, with d he had been bred a Scho- 
bh for he did net take the Scope of his Diſcourſe. 
1his wife Debate, of which we had very much 
ritre, made me 1efle& upon the Difference ct their 
Capaciries, and wonder that there could be, as it were, 
a Diverſity in Mens Genius for Nonſenſe ; that one 
ſteuld bluſter, while another crept in Abfurdiries. 
HMortius moves like a blind Man, lifting his Legs 
higller than the ordinary Way of Stepping; and Com- 
2.2, hke one who is only ſhort-fighred, picking his 
way, when he ſhould Le marching on. Want of 
Tcarning makes Martius a brisk entertaining Fool, 
and gives himſelf a full Scope; but that which 
Comma has, and calls Learning, makes him diffidenr, 
and curb his natural Miſunderſtanding, to the great 
Loſs of the Men of Raillery. This Converſation con- 
firm'd me in the Opinion, that Learning uſually 
does but improve in us what Nature deſign d us for. 
He that wants gocd Senſe, is unhappy in having 
it; for he has by it only more Ways of expoſing 
himſelf; and he that has Senſe, knows, that Learn- 
ing is not Knowledge, but rather the Art of u- 
ſing it.

The Manner of Fight- 
ing in this Siege has diſcover'd a Gallantry in our 
Men rnkr.own to former Ages; their meeting with 
adverſe Parties under Ground, where every Step is 
taken with Apprehe::fions of Leing blown up with 
Mines below cm, or creſt'd by the fall of the 
Earth above em: and all this ated in Darkneſs, has 
ſomething in it more horrid than ever is met with 
in any other Part of a Soldier's Duty. However, 
this is perform'd with great Chearfulneſs. In other 
Parts of the War we have alſo good ProſpeAts: Count 
Tawa has taken ABEcy, and the Count de Merci march'd 
into Franche Comte, while his Electoral Highneſs is 
much ſi1cr:vr in Number to Monſieur 4 Harcourt ;

It is 
very urhappy for this Latitude of London, that it is poſe 
lie for ſuch as can learn only Faſhion, Habit, and 
a ver cf common Phraſes of Salutation, to paſs with no 
other Accompliſhments, in this Nation of Freedom, 
for Men of Cor verſation and Senſe. All theſe ought 
to pretend to, is, not ro offend ; bur they carry it fo 
far, as to he negligent, wherher they offend or not; 
For the; kave Firc, But their Force differs from true 
Spirit, as much as a vicious from a mettleſome Horſe. 
A Man of Fire is a general Enemy to all the Waiters 
where you drink, is the only Man affronted at the

She anſwers, 
V hat's that to you, you cid Thief? And gives me a 
Slap on the Shoulders. I defy any Man in Ene- 
land, except he knows the Family before he enters, 
to be able to judge whether he ſhall be agree- 
able or not, when he comes into it. You find 
either ſome odd old Woman, who is permitted to 
rule as long as the lives, in Hopes of her Death, and 
to interrupt all Things; or ſome impertinent young 
Woman, who will talk ſillily upon the Strength 
of looking beautifully. I will not anſwer for it, but 
that it may be, that I (like all other old Fellows) have 
a Fondne1is for the Faſhions and Manners which pre- 
vail'd when I was young and in Faſhion my ſelf: 
Bur certain it is, that the T aft of Grace and Beauty is 
very much lower d! The fine Women they ſhow 
me now-a-Days, are at beſt but pretty Girls, to me 
who have ſeen Sachariſſa, when all the World repeated 
the Poems ſhe inſpir d; and Alaris, when a yourh- 
ful King was her Subject.

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v. S. The Marſhal Bowffcrs arriv'd in the Enemy's Camp 
on the 5th, and acquainred the Marſhal art, Thar 
he did not come in any Character, but to receive his 
Commands for the King's Service, and communicate 
to him his Orders upon the preſent Poſture of Affairs. 
On the gth, both Armies advanc'd towards each o- 
ther, and cannonaded all the enſuing Day till the 
Cloſe of the Evening, and ſtood to their Arms all the 
Night between the 19th and 11th. Early on the 
11th, the Cannonading was renew 'd about Seven: The 
Duke of Argyle had ers to attack the Wood Sr: 
on the Enemy's Right, which he executed ſo ſucceſs. 
fully, that he penerrated it, and won a ccnſiderable 
Poſt. The Prince of Orange had the fame good Fortune 
at a Wodd on their Left: After which, the whole 
Body of the Confederates, join'd by the Forces from 
the Siege, march d up, and engag'd the Enemy, who 
were drawn up at ſome Diſtance from theſe Woods 
The Diſpute was very warm for ſome Time; but to- 
wards Noon the French began to give Ground from 
one Wing to the other: Which Advantage being ob- 
ſerv'd by our Generals, the whole Army was urg'd 
on with freſh Vigour, and in a few Hours the Day 
ended with the intire Defeat of the Enemy.

I ſhould wrong my Art, if I conceal'd that ſeme of 
my Aerial Intelligencers had ſignified ro me the News 
of it ev'n from Paris, before the Arrival of Licute- 
nant-Cologel Graham in Englerd. Alt Nations, as well 
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as Perſons, have their good and evil Genius attend- 
ing em; but the Kingdom of France has Three, 
the laſt of which is neither for it, nor againſt it in 
Reality, but has for ſome Months paſt acted an am- 
biguous Part, and attempted to fave its Ward from 
the Incurſion of its powerful Enemies, by little Sub- 


terfuges and Tricks, which a Nation is more than 


undone when it is reduc'd to practiſe. Thus, inſtead 
of giving exact Accounts and Repreſentations of 
Things, they tell whar is indeed true, but at the 
ſame I ime a Falſhood when all the Circumſtances come 
to be related. Pacolet was at the Court of France on Fri. 
aay Night laſt, when this Genius of that Kingdom 
came thither in the Shape of a Poſt-Boy, and cry'd 
out, I hat Mons was reliev d, and the Dukeof Marlborough 
march'd. Paceler was much aſtoniſh'd at this Account, 
and immedi chang'd his Form, and flew to the 
— 0 you of Mons, from whence be found the Al- 
hes had really march'd, and began ro enquire into the 
Reaſons ef this ſudden Change, and half frar d, he had 
Heard a Truth of the Poſture of the French Affairs, 
ev'n in their own Country. our a_ diligent En- 
quiry among the Aerials, who a theſe Regions, 
and Conſultation with the neighbouring Peaſants, 
he was able to bring me the following Account of 
the Motions of the Armies ſince they rertir'd from 
about that Place, and the Action which follow d 
thereupon. 
On Saturday the th of September, N. S. the Confe- 
derate Army was alarm'd in their Camp at Havre by 
Intelligence, T hat the Enemy were marching to at- 
tack the Prince of Ha. Upon this Advice, the 
Duke of Mariberongh commanded that the Troops 
mould immediately move, which was accordingly per- 
form'd, and they were all join'd on Sunday the Eighth 
at Noon. On that Day in the Morning it appcar d, 
that inftead of being attack d, the advanc'd Guard of 
the Derachment commanded by the Prince of Hf: had 
diſpers'd & rakenPriſoners a hy by Enemy's Horſe, 
which was ſent out to obſerve the March of the Con- 
tederates. The French mov d from Quivcrain on _ 
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«ay in the Morning, and inclin'd to the Right from 
thence all that Day. The th, the Monday following, 
they continued their March, till on Tueſday the 
Tenth they poſleſs'd themſelves cf the Woods of 
Dour and Blawgier. As ſoon as they came into that 
Ground, they threw up Intrenchments with all Ex- 
pedition. The Allies arriv'd within few Hours after 
the Enemy was poſted; but the Duke of Marlborough 
thought fit ro wait for the Arrival of the Reinforcement 
which he expected from the Siege of Turnay. Upon 
Notice that theſe 1 were ſo far advanc'd, as to 
be depended on for an Action the next Day, it was ac- 
cordingly reſolv d to en the Enemy. 

It will be neceſſary for underſtanding the Greatneſs of 
the Action, and the ſeveral Motions made in the Time 
of the Engagement, that you have in your Mind an 
Idea of the Place. The Two Armies on the 11th In- 
ſtant were both drawn up before the Woods of Doxr, 
Blaugics, Sart and Janſart ; the Army of the Prince 
of Savoy on the Right before that of Blaugier; the 
Forces of Great Brita/u in the Center on his Left; 
thoſe of the High Allies, with the Wood Sart, as 
well as a large Interval of plain Ground, and Janſarr, 
+ on the Lefr of the Whole. The Enemy were in- 
f trench d in the Paths of the Woods, and drawn up be- 
4 hind Two Intrenchments over againſt them, oppoſite 

to the Armies of the Duke of Marlborough and Prince 
Eugene. There were alſo Two Lines intrench'd in the 
Plains over againft the Army of the States. This was 
the Poſture of the French Confederate Forces when 
the Signal was giv'n, and the whole Line mov'd on to 
the Charge. The Durch Army, commanded by the 
Prince of H., attack d with the moſt undaunted Bra- 
very; and after a very obſtinate Reſiſtance, fore d 
the firſt Intrenchment of rhe Enemy in the Plain 
between Sart and Janſar:; but were repuls d in their 
Attack on the ſecond with great Slaughter on both 
Sides. The Duke of Marlborough, while this was tranſ- 
— on the Left, had with very much Difficulty 

march'd thro' Sart, and beaten the Enemy from the 
ſeveral Intrenchments they had thrown up in ** 
on 
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foon as the Duke had marched into the Plain, he obſerv'3 
the main Body of the Enemy drawn up and in- 
trench'd in the Front of his Army. This Situation 
of the Enemy, in the ordinary Courſe cf War, is 
uſually thought an Advantage hardly to be ſurmoun- 
ted; and might appear imprattable to any, but that 
Army which had juſt overcome greater Diihculries. 
The Duke commanded the Troops to form, but to 
forbear charging till further Order. In the mean 
Time he viſited the Left of our Line, where the 
Troops of the States had been engag d. The Slaugh- 
ter on this Side had been very great, and the T roops 
incapable of making further Progreſs, except they 
were ſuddenly reinforc'd. Ihe Right of our Line 
was attack d ſoon after their coming upon the Plain; 
but they drove back the Enemy with ſuch Bravery, 
that the Victory began to incline to the Allies by the 
precipitate Retreat of the French to their Works, from 
whence they were immediately beaten. The Duke, 
upon obierving this Advantage on the Right, com- 
manded the Earl of Orkney to march with a ſufficient 
Number cf Battalions to force the Enemy from their 
Intrenchments on the Plain between the Woods of 
Sar: and Jenſart; which being perform'd, the Horſe 
of the Alles march'd into the Plains, ccver'd by 
their own Foot, and forming themſelves in good Or- 
der, the Cavalry cf the Enemy attempted no more, 
bur to cover the Foot in their Retreat; but the 
Allies made ſo good uſe of the beginning of the Victo- 
ry, that all their Troops mov'd on with freu Reſo- 
lution, till they ſaw the Enemy fly before them to- 
wards Conde and Maubeyre; after whom proper De- 
tachments were made, who made a terrible Slaughter 
in the Purſuit. In this Action, it is faid, Prince En- 
gene was wounded, as alſo the Duke of Arcmbere, and 
Licurenant-General e. The Count of Oxmfyn, 
Colonel Lalo, and Sir Thomas Pendergraſs, killd. This 
wonderful Succeſs, obtain'd under all the Difficulties 
that could be oppos'd in the Way of an Amy, muit 
be acknowled as owing to the Genius, Courage? 
and Conduct, of the Duke of Marlborezyh, a Conſum- 
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mate Heroe; who has liv'd not only beyond the Time 
in which Ceſar ſaid, He was arriv'd at a Saciety of 
Life and G ; bur alſo been fo long the Subject 
ef Panegyrick, that it is as hard to fay any thing 
new in his Praife, as to add to the Merit which re- 
quires ſuch Eulogiums.

it. I whiſper'd Mr. Greenhat, Pray, what can that 
diſſatisfied Man be? Heis, anſwer'd he, a Character 
you have not yet perhaps obſerv'd.

V E have been very much perplex d here this 
Evening, by two Gentlemen, who took upon 
em to talk as loud as if it were expected from em to 
entertain the Company. Their Subje& was Eloquence, 
and graceful Action. Lyſander, who is ſomething par- 
ticular in his Way of Thinking and 8 ing, told 
us, a Man could not be Eloquent without Action: 
For the Deportment of the Body, the Turn of the 
Eye, and an apt Sound to every Word that is uttered, 
muſt all conipire to make an accompliſh'd Speaker. 
Action in one that ſpeaks in Publick, is the ſame Thing 
which a good Mien is in ordinary Life. Thus, as a 
certain Inſenſibility in the Countenance recommends 
a Sentence of Humour and Jeſt, ſo it muſt be a very 
lively Conſciouſneſs that gives Grace to great Senti- 
ments: For the Jeſt is to be a Thing unexpected; 
your undeſigning Manner is a Beauty in Ex- 
ions of Mirth; but when you are to talk on a 
Subject, the more you are mov'd your ſelf, tlie 
more you will move others. There is, «ſaid he, 2 
remarkable Example of that kind: Æſchiner, a fi- 
mous Orator of Antiquity, had pleaded at Athen in 
a great Cauſe againſt Dexreſthenes; but having loſt it, 
retir'd to Rhodes. Lloquence was then the Quality 
moſt admir'd among Men; and the Magiſtrates of 
that Place having heard he had a Copy of the Speech 
of Demeſthencs, delir'd him to repeat both their Plcad- 
ings. After his own, he recited alſo the Oration ot 
his Antagoniſt. The People expreſs'd their Admira- 
tion of both, but more of that of Demeſt hener. It 
you are, ſaid he, thus touch d with hearing only what 
that great Orator ſaid, How would you have been 
affeftted had you ſeen him ſpeak ? For he who heats 
Demeſthenes only, loſes much the better part of tic 
Oration. Certaia it is, that they who ſpeak graceben 
3. 
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, are very lamely repreſented, in having their 
L ches read or repeated by unskilful People; for 
there is ſomething native to each Man, that is fo in- 
herent to his Thoughts and Sentiments, which it 
is hardly poſſible for another to give a true Idea of. 
You may obſerve in common Talk, when a Sentenc 
of any Man's is repeated, an Acquaintance of his ſhall 
immediately obſerve, That tis fo like him, methinks I 
ſee how he lock d when he ſaid it. But of all the Peo- 
ple on the Earth, there are none who puzzle me fo 
much as the Clergy of Grca:-Brirain, who are, I be- 
lieve, the moſt learned Body of Men now in the 
World ; and yer this Art of Speaking, with the 
Ornaments of Voice and Geſture, is wholly 
neglected among em; and Il engage, were a Deaf 
Man to behold the greater Part cf em preach, he 
would rather think they were reading the Contents 
only of ſome Diſcourſe they intended to make, than 
actually in the Body of an Oration, even when they 
are upon Matters of ſuch a Nature as one would be- 
lieve it were impoſſible to think of without Emoti- 
on. I own there are Exceptions to this general N! - 
ſervation, and that the Dean we heard the other 
Pay together, is an Orator. He has ſo much Regard 
to his Congregation, that he commirs to his Memo- 
ry what he is to ſay to em; and has ſo ſoft ay J 
graceful a Behaviour, that it muſt attract your Arren- 
tion. His Perſon it is to be confels'd is no ſma!] Re- 
commendation; but he is to be highly commenacd 
tor not loſing that Advantage, and adding to the 
Propriery of Speech (which might paſs the Criticiſin 
vi Longinus) an Action which would have been 
proved by Demoſthenes: He has a peculiar Force in 
his Way, and has many of his Audience who could 
not be intelligent Hearers of his Diſcourie, were 
there not Explauation as well as Grace in his Ac. 
on This Air of his is usd with the moſt exact 
and honeſt Skill He never attempts your Pat ons, 
till he has convinced your Reaſon. All he Obj-- 
tions which he can form, are laid before you, 5:4 
Uipers'd, before he uſes we Vebemence in 
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Sermon; but when he thinks he has your Head, he ve- 
ry ſoon wins your Heart; and never pretends to ſhew 
the Beauty of Holineſs, till he has convinc d you of 
the Truth of it. Weuld every one of our Clergy- 
men be thus careful to recommend T : uti and Virtue 
in their proper Figures, and ſhow ſo mach Concern 
for em as to give all the additional Verce they wee 
able, it is not poſſib le that Nenſenct ihould have 
fo many Hearers as you find it has in Diſk nting Cen- 
gregarions, for no Reaſon in the World, Lut becauſe 
ar is ſpoken Extemporc: Tor ordinary Minds are 
wholly govern'd by their Eyes and Ears, and therc is 
no Way to come at their Hearts but by Power o- 
ver their Imagination. There is my Friend and mei- 
y Companion Denic! : He knows a rcat deal better 
than he ſpeaks, and can form a proper Diſcourſe as 
well as any Orthodox Neightour. ut he knows ve- 
ry well, that to baw] out, My Be'oved; and the 
Words, Grace!

The Diicctien cf the Seige is to be 
committed to the Prin:e cf Orange, who deſign' d to 
rake his Peſt accordingly with 30 Battalions and 30 
Squadrons on the Day following. On the 19th Licu- 
renant General Cadogan fer out for Bruſſels, to haſten 
the Ammunition — Artillery which is to be employ d 
in this Enterprize; and the Confederate Army was 
extended from the Haiſme to the Troxille, in order to 
cover the Seize. The Loſs of the Confederates in 
the late Battle is not exatily known; but it appears 
by 2 Lift tranſmitted to the States-General, that the 
Number ef the Kill'd and Wounded in their Service 
amounts to above Eight Thouſand. It is computed 
that the Exgliſh have loſt 1500 Men, and the reſt of 
the Al ies abeurt Five Thouſand, including the Wound- 
ed. The States General have taken the moſt ſpeedy 
:nd e ffedual Meaſures for reinforcing their ons of, 
and tis expec ed, that in Eight or Ten Days the Ar- 
my will be as numerous as before the Batrle. T he 
Aﬀerirs in Iraly 2{'ord us nothing remarkable; but tis 
k-p'd, that the Vifference between the Courts of Yi- 
euna 21d Turin will be ſpeedily accommodated.

which makes him in the Anguiſh cf his Heart cry out, 
How — ha I killing when I thus provok d you! 1 his is 


an Incident which moves the Soul in all irs Seati- 
ments; and Cafius's Heart was at once touch'd with 
all the ſoft Pangs cf Pity, Remote, and Recon- 
ciliation. It is ſaid indeed by #crace, It you would 
have me weep, you muſt i: weep your ſeif. 
This is not literally true, for it would have been 
as rightly ſaid, if we obſerte Nature, That I tall 
certainly. weep, if you do not. But what + intended 
by that Expreſſion, is, Thar it is not pol. vis to give 
Paſſion, except you ſhow that you iufer your ſelf. 
Therefore the true Art ſeems ty be, het when ou 
would have the Perſcn you iepreſent piticl, you 
muſh ſhow him at once, in the highef Grief and 
Struggling, to bear it with Decrncy and Patience. 
In this Calc, we figh for him, and give him cveiy Groan 
he ſuppreſſes. I remember, when I was young e- 
nough to follow the Sports of the id. T hive more 
than once rode off at the Death a Deer, witn 
I have ſeen the Animal in an Aﬀittion which p- 
pear d human without the leaſt inoite, let fall Tears 
when he was reduc'd to Extremiry; and I have 
thought of the Sorrow I faw him in hen bis [Havich 
came to the Table. But our Tears are not gigen 
only to Objects of Pity, but the Mind has Recunſe 
to that Relief in all Occaſions, which give us much 
Emotion. Thus, to be apt t) ſncad Tears, is a Sign 
of a great as well as little Spirit. I have heard ſay, 
the preſent Pose ever paſſes through the People, 
Who always knecl in Crowas, and ask his Benediction, 
bur the Teas are ſeen to flow from his Eyes.

Criminal abſolv'd. It muſt be obſerved, that this

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famous Orator was leſs renown'd for his Courage 
than his Eloguence ; for tho he came at another 
Time, prepar'd to defend Ml with one of the beſt 
Orations that Antiquity has produc'd; yet being 
ſeiz'd wich a ſudden Fear by ſeeing ſome arm'd Men 
ſurrounding the Forum, he falter d in his Speech, and 
© became unable to exert that irreſiſtible Force and 
© Beaury of Aktion which would have fav'd his Cli- 
© ent, and for want of which he was condemned to 
© Baniſhment. As the Succeſs the former of the ſe 
* Orations met with, appears chiefly owing to the 
Life and graceful Manner with which it was reci- 
© ted, (for ſome there are who think it may be read 
* withcur Tranſport) fo the latter ſeems to have fail'd 
© of Succeſs for no other Reaſon, but becauſe rhe 
© Orator was not in a Condition to fer it off with 
* thoſe Ornaments. It muſt be confeſs'd, that artful 
Sound will with the Crowd prevail even more than 
* Senſe; but thoſe who are Maſters of both, will 
ever gain the Admiration of all their Hearers: And 
* there is, I think, a very natural Account to be gi-

This being premis d, I muſt in the next Place ſubdivide 
the Gunner into ſeveral Branches: All ot the Chief of which 
arc I think as follow; - 

Firſt, The Bombardier. 
Secondly, The Miner. 
Thirdly, The Squib. 
Fourthly, The Serpent. 

Ard Fiſt. Of the Firft, The Bombardier toff-s his Dalts 
foretiaies into tte midſt of a City, with a Defiga to fill 
all around him with Terror and Ccmuuſtion. He has been 
ſowetiines known to drop a Bomb in a Senate-houſe, and 
to ſcattet a Fannick over a Nztion. But his chicf Aim is at 
ſeveral eminent Stations which he looks upon as the faireſt 
Marks, and uſes all his Skili to do Execution upon thoſe wha 
potizis them. Every Man fo fituated, let his Merit be never 
ſo great, is ſure to undergo a Bombardment, It is further 
obſery'd, that the only Way to be out of Danger from the 
burſting of a Bomb, is to lic proſtrate on the Ground ; 2 
Poſture too abject for gencrous Spirits. 

Second, The Minor. 

As the Bombardier levels his Miſchief at Nations and Ci-

Thirdly, The Squ b. 

The Squibs arc thoſe who is the common Thraſe of the 
World are call'd Libcllers, Lzmpooners, and Pamphletce.s, 
Their Fire-works are made up in Paper; and it is obſcry d, 
that they mix abundance of Charcoal in their Powder, that 
they ma) he ſure to blacken where they cannot ſin ze. Theſe 
are obſerv'd to give a Conſternation and Diſturbance only 
to weak Minds; which, according to the Proverb, ate a!- 
ways more afraid than hurt. 

Fourth, Serpents. 

The Serpents are a petty Kind of Gunners, more perni- 
cious than any of the reſt. They wake Uſe of a Sort of 
White Powder, that goes off without any violent Crack, 
but gives 2 gentle Sund, wuch like that of a Whaſper 3 
and is more deſtruQive in all Parts of Life, than any ot 
the Vatcrials made Ule of by any of the Fraternity. 

Come we nos to the Gunjters. 

This Race of Enginicrs deals altogether in Wind-Guns, 
which by recoi ing often, knock down thoſe who diſcharge 
em, withaut hurting any body ciſc; and according to the 
various Compre iũons of the Air, make ſuck ſtrange Squeaks, 
Cracks, Pops, and Bovnces, as it is impoſſible to hear witi- 
out Laughing.

For on tneſe Occafions, Phi- 
loſophy ſuggei.s Morives to Religion, and Religion adds 
Flealures to Fhiloſopny. As loon as I had — 


purified t he 
parent ther, 
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I retired to my 
Lodgings, having paſſed away a 
few in the proper Employments of a reaſonable 
Creature, and promiſing my ſelf that ny Slumbers would 
be ſweet. I no ſooner fell into them, but I dreamed a 
Dream, or ſaw a Viſion (for I know not which to call 
it) that ſeemed to riſe out of my Evening-Meditati 
and had ſomething in it fo folemn and ſerious, that 
cannot forbear communicating it; tho? I muit confeſs, 
the Wildneſs of Imagination (which in a Dream is al- 
ways looſe and irregular) diſcovers it ſelf too much in 
ſeveral Parts of it. Methoughts I ſaw the fame Azure 
Sky diverſified with the ſame glorious Luminaries which 
had entertained me a little before I fell aileep. I was 
looking very attentively on that Sign in the Heavens 
which is called by the Name of the Ballance, when on a 
ſudden there in it an extraordinary Light, as 
if the Sun rile at Midnight. By its increaſing in 
Breadth and Luſtre, I ſoon found that it approached to- 
wards the Earth; and at length could diſcera ſomething 
like a Shadow hovering in the Midſt of a great Glory, 
which in a little Tame after I diſtinctly perceived to be 
the Figure of a Woman. I fancied at firit it might have - 
been the Angel, or Intelligence that guided the Conitel- 
lation from which it deſcended ; but a ncarer View, 
I ſaw about her all the Emblems with which the Goddets 
of Juilice is uſually deſcribed.

She held in her Hand a Mirror, enduwed 
with the ſame Qualities as that which the Painters pur 
into the Hand ot Truth.

Fathers, This put a great Fart of the Allcmbly in Mo- 
tion; for as tlie Minor was moved ner them, it inſpi- 
red every one with ſuch a natural Iniin-t, as directed 
them to their real Parents. It was a very wmelancholy 
Spectacle to lee the Fathers of very large Faadlies become 
Chaldlels, and Batchelcis undone by a Charge of Sons 
and Daughters. You might lee a Picſumptive Heir of 2 
great Eſtate ask Bleſſing of his Coachman, and a celebra- 
ted Toaſt paying her Duty to a Fa'ct de Chambre, Many 
under \ ow's of Celibacy appeared ſurrounded with a nu- 
merous Iiluz This Change uf Parentage would have 
cauled gicat Lamentation, but that the Calamity was 
2 Common and that generally thoſe who loſt their 

ildren, had the Satisfaction of ſeeing them put igto 
the Hauds of their deareſl Friends. Men were no ſooner 
lettled in their Right to their Poſſeſlions and their Pro- 
geny, but there was a Thiid Order proclaimed, That alt 
the H of Diguity and Honour in the Unicciſe ſhould be 
r on Perſous of the greateſt Merit, Abilities and Fer- 
Iectin. The Handſome, the Strong, and the Wealthy, 
immediately preſſed forward; but not being able to bear 
the Splendot of the Mirror which played upon their 
Faces, they immediately fell back among the Czowd : Bur 
as the Goddeſs tried the Multitude by her Glaſs, as 
the Eagle does its young ones by the Luitre of the Sun, 
it was remarkable, that every one turned away his Face 
from it who had not diſtinguiſhed himſeif either by Vii- 
tue, Knowledge or Capacity in Butincls, either Mili- 
tary or Civil, This Select Aſſembly was drawn up in 
the Centre of a I IR, which was _

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Ted on all Sides, and ſtood obſerving them, as Idle Peo- 
ple we to gather about a Regiment that are exerci 
Their Arms, They were drawn up in Three Bodies : In 
the Firit, were the Men of Virtue ; in the Second, Men 
of Knowledge ; and in the Third, the Men of Bufineſs. 
It was impoſſible to look at the firſt Column without a 
ſecret Veneration, their Aſpects were ſo ſweetned with 
Humanity, railed with Contemplation, emboldened with 
Reſolution, and adorned with the moſt agreeable Airs, 
which are thoſe that proceed from ſecret Habits of Virtue. 
I could not but take Notice, That there were many Faces 
among them which were unknown, not only to the 
Multitude, but even to ſeveral of their own Body. 

In tlie Second Column, conſiſting of the Men of Know- 
ledge, iliere had been great Dit before they fell 
into their Ranks, which they did not do at with- 
out the poſitĩve Command of the Goddeſs who preſided 
over the Aſſembly. She had ſo ordered ir, that Men of 
the greateſt Genius and ſtr Senſe were placed at 


the of the Column: Behind theſe, were ſuch as 
K their Miuds very much on the Thoughts and

of others. In the Rear of the Column, were 
Men who had more Wit than Senſe, or more Learning 
than Underſtanding. All living Authors of any Value 


were ranged in one of theſe Claſſes ; but I muſt contels, 


I was very much ſurpriſed to fee a great Body of Edi- 
tors, Criticks, Commentators, and Grammarians, meet 
with ſo very ill a Reception. They had formed them * 
ſelves into a Body, and with a great deal of Arrogance 
demanded the firit Stat ion in the Column of re wy, 3 
but the Goddeſs, inſtead of complying with their Re- 
queſt, clapped them all into Liveries,and bid them know 
themſelves for no other but Lacqueys of the Learned. 
The Third Column were Meu of Buſineſs, aud confit- 
ing of Perſons in Military and Civil Capacities. The 
tormer marched out from the ret, and placed themſelves 
in the Front; at which the other ſhook their Heads at 
them, but did not think fit to diſpute the Polit with 
them. I could not but make ſeveral Obſervatious upon 
this laſt Coluum of People; but I have certain private 
Rraſous why I do uct think fit to communicate P 
| tl 
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the Publick. In order to fill up all the Poſts of Honour 
Dignity and Profit, there was a Draught made out of 
this Column of Men, who were Maſters of all Three 
Qualifications in ſome Degree, and were preferred to Sta- 
tions of rhe firit Rank. The ſecond Draught was made 
out of ſuch as were poſſeſſed of any Two of the Quali- 
fications, who were diſpoſed of in Stations of a ſecond 
Dignity. Thoſe who were left, and were endowed only 
with one cf them, had their ſuitable Poſts. When this 
was over, theie remained many Places of Truſt and Profit 
unfilled, for Which there were treſh Draughts made out 
of the \u; rounding NMultitude, who had any 

of the Lxcclicncizs, or were recommended - thoſe 
who peiic11-d them in Reality. 

All were lurpriſed to fee ſo many new Faces in the moſt 
emiucnt Diguitics 3 and for my own Part, I was very 
well plealed to lee that all my Friends either kept their 

reſcut Foils, or were advanced to higher. 

Having filled my Paper with thoſe Particulars of my 
Viſion which concern the Male Part of Mankind, I muit
